LONDON, Oct. 16—(By the| 
Associated Press)—This has been 
a day of feverish activity in 
Downing Street, the chief devel- 
opment being a summons to the 
Unionist members of the cabinet 
and 350 Unionist members of the 
house of commons to a_ confer- 
ence at the Carlton club on Octo- 
ber 19th to decide whether to 
break up the coalition or stand by 
Premier Lioyd George. 

_ The decision to call this meeting 
was taken at No. 11 Downing 
Street, Austen Chamberlain’s 
home, after consultation of Mr. 
Chamberlain with his Unionist 
colleagues and the chief party or- 
ganizers, among them Sir George 
Younger, who, it is recalled, stop- 
ped the premier’s general election 
plan a few months ago on the 
ground that the party machinery 


was not ready. 

Mr. Chamberlain, as party leader, will 
preside at the Carlton club meeting, 
the result of which the prime minister 
will await before deciding on his line 
of action. Mr. Chamberlain will ask 
for a wote of ‘confidence, aud on this 
will depend ‘his remain! in office 
and the ensuing general election. If 
accorded, jt will be left for the pre- 
mier to indicate his course, which inj 
any cage will not be divulged until 
after he attends the Prince of Wales’ 
public weloome-home at Guildhall on 
October 20.

CHICAGO, Oct. 16.—An eight-hour 
day with overtime, which is sald to 
amount to nearly a 26 per cent. in- 
crease in pay, was granted to ap- 
proximately 2,000 yardmasters on 26 
class one railroads and at six switch- 
ing terminals in the United States by 
the United States railroad labor board 
today. This is the first time the 
board has established sules and work- 
ing conditions for yardmasters who 
are now classified as subordinate of- 
ficilals and subject to the board's 
Jurisdiction under the Transportation 
act. 

By establishing the eight-hour day 
with pro rata overtime wages, the 

ardmasters affected virtually have 
een awarded a 26 per cent. wage 
advance, according to J. 8.

payment on account of interest on British war loans. The British 
government has been ‘sending large amounts of gold and United 
Btates dollars to the Moggan firm, its fiscal agents, for many months, 
in anticipation of this payment, 

Today J. P. Morgan and company presented a Jarge number of 
checks and United States treasury certificates maturing today to a 
member bank of the Federal Reserve system, and received in ex- 
change the check for $50,000,000, which was deposited with the Fed- 
eral Reserve bank.

The Case for the Defence 
Mr. Lloyd George's speech at 
Manchester is taken to mean that 
an election is liable to be called 
at any time. The speech is a de- 
fence of the Government’s policy 
chiefly in reference to the re-es- 
tablishmnt of ‘the Turks in Eur- 
ope. Asa statement of defence of 
the course that has been followed 
it is perhaps as complete as it 
could ‘have been. That it leaves 
the Government condemned is not 
the fault of the speech but of the 
policy. For six years Lloyd 
George has been head of the 
British Empire, and responsible 
for its standing in the world., The 
net result is that, because of his 
leadership or in spite of it, the 
Britsih Empire has not @ hard and 
fast ally anywhere on earth to- 
day, while the Moslem world is 
rejoicing because the director of 
British destinies had to (‘knuckle 
down’’ to Kemal, throw pledges 
to the pwind, and actively partici- 
pate in reinstating ‘the ‘‘bestial’’ 
Turk in the Balkan peninsula 
from which he had been kicked 
‘*hag and ‘baggage.’’ Had Bri- 
tain stood isolated in 1914 as it 
does twday the history of the 
world would have been different. 
Mr. Lloyd George inherited the 
political capital of international 
alliance and British prestige ‘that 
had been accumulated by his pre- 
decessors. He has squandered it, 
or allowed it to slip through his fin- 
gers, until today he has nothing to 
offer the electors but a clever 
apology for a state of political 
bankruptcy., As attorney for the 
defence of his Government the 
Premier may be counted on to put 
the best possible construction upon 
the relentless array of condemna- 
tory facts. As the administrator 
of the affairs of the British Em- 
pire he ‘has (been @ hopeless mud- 
dle:.

On Beptember 12 De Valera wrote 
that if it was the polloy of the party
